Cleveland, Jan. 18.— At lilT) a. m. a 
dam under the Wilson avenue bridge 
rave way. Back of the dam is a bod> 
of water a mil« an0 one-hall Ions, hun- 
dWOi irir iMt wt«« aiid ln '(Au!»il ft to 
SO feat deep. 

In the flood's course arc the plants of 
tha Standard Oil com y any, the Cleve- 
Uad paper mllla, the Flick alaughter 
hoas» aafl other mahufacturlng plants 
There arp hut few people living in the 
track of the flood, and these ware all 
warned and have eongl^t Mfetjr.qn Idsh 
ground. 

The eatiie of the flood !■ the recient ' 

heavy ralnn, the melting snow from the 
hillsides and a pond of several acres 
overflowing. Streams for several miles 
up the gully have added their Quota of 
water. At 8 a. m. the right pier of the 
bridge fell down. No loss of llf'.' 
aa yet. A large force of police and fire- 
men are at the scene. 

The Wilson avenue bridge is a struc- 
ture 700 feet long, and has been hullt 
but a few months. It cost $350,000. 

The break in the dam, which was an 
unsubstantial mass of earth, occnrrcd 
while 80 men were yet at work on the 
artlfltial caaal being sunk by the city 
engineers to nilow the pent-up' water 
to^d a gradual and safe outlet. 

These men had a most harrowing 
experience, and escaped with their 
lives With hot 'one htoM to ' spare 

The 30 men were 25 feet below the 
summit of the dam, laboring in the dim 
glow of a few ' incandescent lights, 
when their foreman auddenly called 
to tfeeaf fa rttlk-for tlteli^ lives. Most 
of them being foreigners and slow to 
understand English, but very few 
knew what the command meant and 
did not at first show any signs of heed- 
ing it and were literally dragged away. 

Thie taet uan had scarcely left 'tllo 
tredch before a mighty torrent of wa- 
ter swept dowu over the tr<nich with 
a terrific roar, carrying everything be- 
fore It 

A big force of men were at once put 
to Work making embankments, in order 
to hold the waters in check is uach 
as possible. 

The north end of the Wilson arenue 
bridge has been moved from Its foun- 
dation half an Inch, and engineers have 
given up hope of saving the structure. 

A terrific collapse of the earth on 
the louth side of the dam near the 
abutments occurred early, carrying 
away IB feet of earth and taking sev- 
eral telegrnph poles along with it. 

A few moments later the water un- 
dermined tii embankment 160 feel high 
and 60 feet in area, sweeptnc'it'down 
with the raging flood. 

Shortly after 10 a. in. tin l\th abut- 
ment of the big bridge gave way. i ue 
structure sagged* and then with a tre- 
mendous report snapped in twor. About 
150 feet of tlie bridge formed an incline 
plane to thl^ Ifbiutd, 
' As the day "wore on the immense 
▼•lame «( nater rushing out ■ of the 
dam began to have its effeot. and the 
k flood becanue perceptibly less. * 
' At noon the water had fallen 12 feet 
In the dam from its highest point, and 
it WM-^lMn believed that the danger 
to the factorleali^llik lo^er valley was 
practically over. . . ! . » 

The diam was created by a roadway 
bullt^aovoes Kingsbury run many yearn 
at*. A hlSh bridge spanning the 
valley at that p^hit has jutt been com- 
pleted, and it is this atmetarei wbleh 
has been underm^ied and partly de- 
molished by the flood. ■'

— Mr. Bacon of 
Georgia addressed the senate upon his 
anti-expansion resolutions, Which were 
presented last week. He said in part:

Ue quoted from the speech of Sena- 
tor' Fon^ar Uie statement that it was 
not the fnrioee to hold the Philip- 
pines pennahkhtiy, ud lald: ' 

"I am especially glad to have the 
assurance of the distinguiahed senator 
that of his own knowledge the position 
thus stated by him is the position of 
the president of the Unfted States. If 
that position can be assured as the one 
which the government will take and 
adhere to, there will be little difference 
or contention between us. The resolu- 
tions wBlieh I have introduced, and^he 
adoption of which I am now advocat- 
ing, agree substantially with the posi- 
tion announced by the senator from 
Ohio. What I des^.^, however, is that 
there shall 'now m an atoiral ot Ihln 
position by the law-making power of 
this government in a Joint resolution 
Of coQgrfds aplroted'by the president.

Pittsburg, Jan. 18 — The niincrs went 
into executive session Immediately 
upon assembling to consider the re- 
port of the scale committee. The 
discusrion contlnned all morning. 

According to one oi the delegate?, 
the committee reported in favor of a 
getoend rniivor-mine system, and flked 
the rate at 60 cents a ton, an increaa* 
of a fraction over 7 cents a ton. 

The present rate for digging run-of- , 
mine coal is 4^.66 cents a ton. It was 
also deoMed 't»- fix the ' rata for eoal 
passing over an inch and a quarter 
serene at 7fc cents, or 10 cents a ton 
more than the present rate. 

A material change was rep9rted in 
the differtnilal as to machine and pick 
mining.

This would make the differential In 
the Pittsburg district about 15.5 cents, 
instead of 17 cents.

Charles A. Gardiner, counsel for the 
elevated rsllrosda (rf New York city, 
addressed the bar association on 'V)ur 
right to acquire and bold foreign ter- 
ritory." He spoke In part as follows, 
(.uotlng liberally from authorities: 

"The sovereign nations of the world 
possess equal rights and equal powera 
Their, equality Is perfect, their inde- 
pendence absolute. Between tlinm na- 
tional constitutions are unknown. In 
external and international relations 
the United States is assumed by all 
other soyer*igatles to possess absoldt* 
powers unrestrained by constitutional 
limitations. That assumption is cor- 
rect, based upon the fuadamentai 
canon ef the law of natlona The Unit- 
ed States may ratify its proposed 
treaty treaty with Spain, and no other 
nation has any right to question its 
political or ooastltutloDal anthority to 
do so." 

Mr. Gardiner held that the Hght to 

acquire, hold and govertf territory was 
absolute, and all the probleRiS arising 
from expansion was political and not 
constitntioual or Judicial, aa the au- 
thority t%st« with congress add ndt 

with the (•.)iirts. 

Speaking of the right to acquire ter- 
ritory, kd'Says! "The right to acquire 
territory b^iuK a primary attribute of 
sovereignty, and being therefore gen- 
eral and plenary, and the right to hold 
and hence to govern being a corollary 
of the right to acquire. It follows that 
such right irrespective of the constitu- 
tion belongs to the United IStates as 
fully and completely as a similar right 
could belong to any sovereign nation. 
So far as rUhts are concerned, if Eng- 
land can hold, and hence govern eol- 
onlM. eo ean we; It Russia has the 
right to exercise sovereignty over Port 
Aruthur, we have an equal right ot 
sovereignty to rule the Pliilipplnes. 

"The president now maintains pro- 
visional military governments in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines — pro- 
visional ujjon the ratification of the 
treaty and upon the subsi'nuent ac- 
tion of congress. Upon ratification, 
and until congress makes 'rules and 
regulations,' the president may con- 
tinue these governments. Many pre- 
cedents are furnished by our history— 
during and after the Mexican war, in 
Tamaullpss and-OalKoniia."

The Kentncky distillers are getting op 

a fund to fight the insurance companies 
doing business in Kentucky. Tbto fund 
will be used in proceeding agalnat the 

companies in the courts and also for the 
purpose of organising, the assets of which 
will astound the old line oompeniee. 

The plan of the company is to have the 
assets consist of accrued and accruing 
storage on the whisky now in ware- 
houses. It is estimated that there are 
2,000,000 barrels of whisky in storage, 
each barrel paying a storage of 6 cents a 
month. At thto rate the dtotlllers of the 
State receive $100,000 a month for storage, 
which will average $1,200,000 a year. 

The idea is to combine all the distillers 
of the State Into a mutual company, tak- 
inj; the accrued storage for one year as 
the assets of the company. If this is 
done at once. N and the money to needed 
before the whisky is taken out of bond, 
this storage can be mortgaged. Mortgages 
on storage charges are popular securities 
among the different money lenders who 
want gilt-edged collateral, and those who 
are working hardest to organize the com- 
pany say they will have no trouble rais- 
ing ready moiiey. 

The big company in. Kentucky will be 
the parent or home company, aud it is 
the purpose of the dtotUlere to have the 
wholesalers all over the country organize 
similar companies in connection with the 
company in Kentucky. 

The distillers claim they pay on whisky 
alone insurance premiums amounting 
to about $220,000 a year at a rate about 
double that paid for similar risks in other 
parts of the ooontry. They say they are 
giving out about $120,000 a year for which 
they get no returns. Tlito total of pre- 
mlnma does not include the insurance 
paid on the warehouse buildings tbem- 
selvea. ________

liind, bnt it luoNt bn conceded that in 
certain rehpcctn it ia in advance of cur 
own. The Cbiuaniau ia not a fighting 
animal, bnt he ia almost invariably io- 
testrlons.. He is not profoBiiMliy rali- 
giems, bnt he is generally law abiding, 
and in no cnnntryarn filial piety, broth- 
erly love and virtuous living more high- 
ly comiuunded. Regard for pureutH ban 
developed into a religions enlt, and if

the Obiuese occasionally worship noth* 
ing else they are oertMn to prostrate 
themselves Mom the tfbrines of their 
ancestors.

Many abuses 
exist in Ohina, and ofHcial corruption 
is rampant, hut thcao seem to bu luss 
the outcome of the system prevailing in 
the country fehan of a lax administra- 
tion of law and the tame submission of 
the people under the Vigteonai^dllihbnest 

mle of ofHoials. - ^ 

Into this fossilized system of political 
and social oouvcntionalitieH tho young 
emperor. Kwaug-Htio, attempted lately 
to introduce aouie radical reforms. They 
were in general mnob needed reforms, 
bnt tb«y were too sweeping, and unfor- 
tunately the emperor was weak and 
stood practically alone in his efforts to 
introduce biuno of tlm phu.'^i'sof western 
life. The all pcjwerful KnipreM Dow- 
ager Tt-i An bitterly oppoaed these con- 
templated changes, practically deposed 
ttae emperor and annulled his edicts of 
reform. In doing this she was snpport- 
ed by nearly all the ofQoial olaaa and 
by tiio people. Since the emperor's 
laudable attempt at reforming bia king- 
dom rumors have been unrreut in the 
city that he ia seriously ill, and I shall 
ndt be snrpvised to bear of bis dAitb at 
bny'udment The palace of the emper- 
«r is taertaietioally sealed to all bnt the 
Ooort party, and for all any one outside 
Its precincts knows ha may already 
bave ascended upon the dragon tonoon- 
py an important position in the upper

In makihgbis exit from the mundane 
stage ab stammarily and at such an op- 
portune moment for bis euemioa be 
would be bat following the example of 
his predecessor, Tung-Obi, who, wfaefl 
hn attempted togerontol the leading 
Mriavt af anpnaaJowagit and as- 
sert bis independenoe ia« WS, met a 
similar fata ;Bnt whether the emperor 
lives or dieH it will probabJy be oome 
years before China, adopts reforms 
which would do mnob to d«Velop 
h«r resonroes and inofsbtn her hapa^ 
tnoe In the bommnnlty of Bnttann Tbs 
Integrity of her domain threatened on 
every side, it is high time that she 
awoke to the 'realization of her position. 
In live or six years it may be too late, 
And the disintegration of the vast em- 
pire may relegate to others the iatro- 
dnoti on of reforms wbioh If Inaugurat- 
ed by herself woold have saved her 
from ruin. Already China has lost 
Anam to France, the su»oraiuty of upper i 
Burma to *Great Britain and the 
Amur valley to Russia, with the prob- 
ability that Manoburin will sqon fjso 
bMdme an appanage of the dnr't. 

I do not know whether or not it 
would be better for the western world 
to have Ohina remain aa she is aiM 
stafld the nfanoe of distaitegMition at 
hllfn b(v, like Japan, open her door t^ 
aifllpern ideas of civilization. Slionld 
she follow the example of Japan the 
possible conseqtieucea are appalling. In- 
tellectoaiiy the Obiaeae m fully equal 
Ip th«r JiqpilMe/iuid yi^^iy tptf 



are ^rububly supermr. They no not fear 
death, are not deficient in oonrage^ bate 
a strong sense of duty and ax^d^vot 
ediy attached to their n«Htb 'Uhid. 
Properly disrsiplined and equipped add 
commanded by trained ofllcelrs tUby 
woold nndonbtedly make good soldiers. 
Under (ieneral (Ghineae) Uordon they 
demonstrated their capacity as foldiars 

m ibe soppnasing of the Tsiping f*- 

bellion in 1868, and this nnder circum- 
stances which WfTf not crtlcahUed to 
display their possible attainments in 
this direction. 

Imbned with modern ideas and pos- 
sessing the appliances of onr oiviliiZ- 
tion China, with the aspirationa aSd 
ambitions of Japan, might become^ 
menace to all the test of tho world. 
An army of 5.000,000 or 10,000,000 
men wouli scarcely be missed oat Of 
ber teeming popalatiuo, and if she en> 
tered open a career of oonqneat, with 
aafScieut resonroea to eqaip her troops, 
she might well be supposed irresistible. 

Bnt whatever fate may await China, 
politically considered, the wall of se 
clu-ii ii with which she has surroanied 
bt rscif for oeutories has been broken, 
iiiid the vast country will shortly bets 
free to tha aaaats of oonnitNe as atqr 
other part of the earth. As a field for 
nompnuial enterprise it Is unhurpa.ssed, 
and nntold ricbea await tho nations 
which can gain a control of that trade 
in the start. This, more than the pos- 
session of Chinese territory, ia leading 
to the lifnjry bstwaen Snaitn, Great 
Britain ahd^Gerinany In Ohlnk Very 
strangely the United States, with trade 
interests In that country exceeding all 
other nations bnt Great l>itain, ap- 
pears to be supine and allows her 
chances of a vainaUa«tMdn 'to'ba AM* 
uopolized by otbsta. - 

Of th«Tarle(iu'«(Unpetitor8 for the 
trade of China Rnssia so far seems to 
have oatdistanced all her rivals. For 
50 years she has been planning to cap 
tare the rich markets of this vast Chi 
neae empire, and to accomplish this it 
was necessary to have railroad ooaunn- 
nioatlon through Siberia to a convenient 
seacosat port open all the year. Quietly 
she has pursued her course, and, gen- 
erally regarded as an unimportant factor 
in the commercial world, she baa se- 
cured for the Muscovite traders the 
richest marketa in the world. She has 
obtained privileges in China which 
will give her a practical monopoly of 
the trade to that country when the 
Transsiberian railway ia completed. It 
appeara from the published text of the 
agreement alleged to have been made by 
the Ohineae goremment with the Rus- 
sa>Ohlnasa • bank that It has pledged 
itself to charge one-third less import 
duty on all Russian goods entering Chi- 
na through Manchuria than is paid on 
similar produols from other foreign 
coantriea landed at Ohineed porti. But 
this^is not the only advantage the Rus- 
sian trader will have in disposing of his 
wares in China. He will also be charged 
lower transit dues, and in cases where 
it is thought possible to destroy compe- 
tition the Russian government will 
grant rebatea which will practically se- 
cure a monopoly to has i«Knitfr in 
the artloles so favored. 

In Pertia Bnaaia has killed competi- 
tion by her system of rebates. On every 
pound of manufactured Russian ootton 
or other goods sent into Persia the Rus- 
sian manufacturer and merchant re- 
ceive from their govesumentthrea half- 
pence, which I* mora than sufllolent to 
cover the cost of freight, amnujiting to 
a halfpenny per pound, leaving a ptnny 
per pound profit in freight Ixtides the 
usual profit on their goods. The traders 
of the United States and all otberoonn- 
tries find it impossible to oompeto with 
those of Rossia under those oircnm- 
stanoes. 

Sfaaold a lower import duty and 
transit dues not bo Knllicicnt to destroy 
competition in China Russia, we may 
bo sure, will adopt there the method 
she has fonnd so eifeotive in Persia. In 
any event the eohoessioos granted to 
Buasia in Ohina will undoubtedly in- 
jure the trade la oil; flour, piece goods 
and other prodnots . sent from the Unit- 
ed States to China when the railway 
across Siberia is completed. The system 
of Russian bounty will also seriously 
affeot American keroaene intereets when 
it is extended.to oM tank trains through 
Siberia and Manohnria, bringing mil- 
lions of gallonla(')lni»ian>)too]ana to 

China. ' * - ■ • , . 

£ut independently of the unfavorable 
oircumstanoes saCeavad to th«s« ara atb- 
er obataalea itK tb«<«ayiOf American 

merchants securing trade in Ohiaa for 
which they are themselves responsibla 
They mistakenly conclude that any- 
thing will do for the Chinese, whereas 
there is no people in the world more 
particular than thqr aM. ia tradiitt 
f^ith them ttielr eistoBttan^ ev«i tll«» 
superstitions must be considered as wall 
as the things which are regarded aa im- 
portant in other conn|ries. In dealing 
with them it is a great matter to hav^ 
a lucky trademark, and it ia above all 
Important that they should deal not 
with the firm directly, but with a mail 
on the ground in whom thov have oon- 
fldence.
